There  exists  a very  thin  line  between  the  success  or  the 
faltering  of  an  organization.

Our  quarterly  journal,  for  example,  has  grown,  and  by  all 
indications  will  continue  this  growth  pattern.  After  nearly  two 
decades  of  arm  pulling,  we  are  finally  getting  you  folks  to  send 
articles  for  publication.  This  is  good. 

While  some  people  raised  an  eyebrow,  our  scholarship  programs 
are  about  to  enter  their  third  year.  And  I might  add  that  they 
are  here  to  stay.

FROM  THE  EDITOR

Three  months  and  one  issue  of  the  N.O.W.  News  are  now  behind 
me  as  editor  of  this  publication..  I have  been  pleased  with  the 
compliments  received  because  of  the  first  issue  but  show  some 
concern  over  the  inability  to  receive  information  from  the  local 
coin  clubs  throughout  the  state.  In  order  to  make  every  issue  a 
success,  every  member  has  to  become  involved.  I hope  that  every 
member  will  try  to  supply  information  to  fill  the  24  pages  of 
this  quarterly. 

The  major  concern  confronting  the  N.O.W.  with  this  issue  is 
the  increase  of  the  organizations  dues.  The  increase  consists  of 
the  yearly  fee  changed  from  $2.00  to  $4.00  and  the  life  membership 
dues  increased  from  $40.00  to  $80.00.  Remember  though,  you 
act  now,  a life  membership  can  still  be  obtained  at  the  old  price 
of  $40, 00.  This  will  hold  true  through  December  31,  1976. 

I hope  that  everyone  will  read  very  carefully  the  letter 
which  was  received  from  William  Wisslead  of  Santa  Ana,  Calif,  and 
a member  of  our  organization.  He  states  that  no  one  is  exempt 
from  inflation  and  that  at  $4.00  per  year,  membership  in  this 
organization  is  still  a bargin.

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THE  BOOKER  T.  WASHINGTON  HALF  DOLLAR 


By : Arthur  F.  Giere  Age  81 


Galesville . Wis. 


The  first  Booker  Taliaferro  Washington  Memorial  Half  Dollar 
was  minted  in  the  year  19^-6,  by  the  Denver,  the  Philadelphia  and 
the  San  Francisco  Mints  until  the  year  1951.  The  reverse  of  this 
coin  has  the  legend,  "From  Slave  Cabin  To  Hall  Of  Fame". 

Booker  was  born  near  Hole's  Ford,  Virginia,  April  5,  1856  of 
slave  parents.  When  eleven  years  old,  he  got  his  first  book  which 
was  called  "Webster's  Speller".  At  the  age  of  15,  he  tried  to  enter 
night  school  with  only  the  name  Booker,  to  which  he  added  Taliaferro 
Washington.  He  never  knew  before, that  he  had  to  have  more  than 
one  name.  His  mother  died  when  he  was  19.  The  following  year  he 
graduated  from  the  Hampton  Institute.  At  the  age  of  23,  he  gave 
the  commencement  address  at  Hampton.  The  title  of  his  speech  was, 
"The  Force  That  Wins".  He  started  a night  school  for  Indians. 

When  he  was  25,  he  formed  Tuskegee  School.  He  was  married  in  the 
same  year.  His  wife  died,  however,  two  years  later. 

The  school  which  he  founded  is  now  called  the  Tuskegee 
Institute  which  has  over  100  buildings,  20  thousand  acres  of  land 
and  a library  of  more  than  35,000  books.  When  he  was  28  years  old, 
he  had  the  honor  of  addressing  the  National  Education  Association 
meeting  at  Madison,  Wisconsin.  The  following  year  he  took  a 
second  wife  and  had  a son  two  years  later.  His  second  wife  died 
in  child  birth.  In  1892,  he  started  a Christain  Bible  School  and 
four  years  later  Harvard  University  granted  him  an  honorary  degree. 


BOOKER  T.  WASHINGTON  MEMORIAL.  From  1946 
to  1951  each  of  the  mints  issued  commemora- 
tives  memorializing  Booker  T.  Washington’s  work 
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Booker  Taliaferro  Washington  died  on  November  14,  1915. 

Booker  never  knew  his  own  father  and  of  course  he  never  knew 
his  fathers  name.  He  stated  that  when  he  was  a boy  he  lived  with 
his  mother  in  a cottage  which  had  no  floor  and  the  door  had  a hole 
in  it  at  the  bottom  called  a "cat  hole",  where  the  cat  would  come 
and  go.  They  had  no  cook  stove  in  the  cabin  and  Booker  never 
slept  in  a bed  as  a boy.  He  said  that  his  mother  continually 
prayed  that  Lincoln  would  win  the  war.  As  a boy,  Booker  never 
had  a pair  of  leather  shoes.  In  fact,  he  had  only  wooden  shoes 
as  a child. 

Booker  T,  Washington  was  also  a great  educator.  He  urged 
industrial  training  for  the  Negro  in  order  to  produce  greater 
efficiency  and  urged  fellow  Negros  to  become  independent.  His 
proposition  to  his  fellow  man  was:  "That  the  Negro  race  should 
make  itself  so  valuable  to  the  community  in  which  it  lives  that 
the  Negro  will  not  merely  be  tolerated,  like  a poor  relative,  but 
rather  welcomed  and  sought  after. 

In  1956,  President  Eisenhower  signed  a Bill,  drafted  by 
Congress,  which  created  a National  Monument  of  the  birth  place 
of  Booker  T.  Washington  at  a cost  of  $200,000.00. 

It  has  been  the  writers  pleasure  to  have  heard  this  great 
man  in  a lecture  he  gave  at  Seattle,  Washington,  and  to  have  had 
the  opportunity  and  honor  to  have  greated  him  with  a handshake.
